If one were asked which he most 
admires, the person who speaks 
with difficulty and seems to be gor¬ 
ing through his whole vocabulary 
to find the right word, or he who 
speaks smoothly and readily, yet 
Shows purity and elegance of ex¬ 
pression, surely he would reply, 
“The well-chosen, sincere speech.” 
The inherent dignity of this man¬ 
ner of speech has always appealed 
strongly to the human heart. For 
it not only turns the channel of tbe 
listener's mind into new fields, but 
wins it and holds it fast in the 
same course the mind of the speak¬ 
er is traveling. 

It is a real power to him who 
possesses it. The person who, on 
the impulse of the moment, speaks 
with as much ease and accuracy as 
it would be possible for him to 
■speak if he had spent weeks search¬ 
ing his dictionary for the word to 
use next, molding and chiseling 
•his expressions, has the greater 
power over his listeners. The 
statesman, lecturer, or public 
speaker, who uses a language 
adapted to his subject, yet has ease 
and elegance of diction, portrays 
more clearly his own idea, he draws 
the listener into sympathy with 
himself, he causes him td see 
things as he sees them, to believe 
as he believes. This explains the 
desire for oratory and eloquence. 
Some of the greatest orators the 
world has ever produced, when 
mere youths felt, the yearning for 
this great power burning in their 
bosoms, and by much practice and 
careful study, in later life, not only 
brought forth orations to be admir¬ 
ed by their listeners, but to be 
handed down through generations, 
always to be more carefully read 
and more thoroughly admired. 
This was the power of Demosthe¬ 
nes of old ; of Wendell Phillips in 
later days. 

What can there be in mere words 
.to sway men thus? Can it be that 
they are simple instruments of 
jugglery to deceive a multitude? 
Or is it true that' they express, 
more than we are willing to admit, 
ofttimes, the inner life and charae- 
•terofhim who utters them? We 
contend that they do. We must 
admit, however, that sometimes if 
we were to pass correct judgment 
on a man’s character from h'is 
speech, we should be obliged to re¬ 
gard him the direct .opposite of 
that which his words indicate. 
His expression is mere show. He 
is deceiving us all the while. - This 
'flowing and flowery language, un¬ 
dess supported by a fit thought, is / 
ifout a glistening shell, hollow with- 


he spake as he lived. Although 
none of us can live as he lived, yet 
our words just as truly express our 
inner life, whether meek and low 
or noble and powerful. 

Sad truth it is, our words once 
uttered cannot be recalled. How 
guarded they should be! They are 
not only disclosing our own life, 
hut they may be tending to cause 
sorrow in another’s heart, We 
know not where our words so shot 
at random will And their resting 
place. Words that escaped from 
our lips entirely unnoticed we may, 
years after, And still living in the 
mind of the listener. 

Yet, here is this other thought,— 
the good that lies in a train of a 
timely and helpful word is incal¬ 
culable. 

Oue night just as the lingering 
rays of the sun were fading away 
and the birds were singing their 
last sweet notes, I sat by the open 
window buried iu thought. I was 
thinking of life,—a wide and deep 
subject,—something'* of its real 
meaning was breaking iu upon 
me. In my imagination, I visited 
many different places and 
saw humanity struggling with 
hardships and dangers of every 
kind. I saw the sick and dying, I 
saw the weak and poor; yet I 
found that by comforting and help¬ 
ful words I could bring joy to the 
hearts of all, and to some extent 
lighten their burdens. I journey¬ 
ed on, glad in the endeavor to 
cheer lonely hearts; at length I 
was startled to And it was only a 
day dream. But why not make it 
real? For life is full of iustauces 
where a few earnest, sincere words 
have influenced another to change 
his course, to leave the vile and in¬ 
jurious habits that haye been so 
fast leading them to destruction, 
and to become useful to those witb 
whom he is associated. Weak 
minds are just as easily led astray 
by a few misspoken words. Then 
the careful,though tfut,sincere word 
is the one we are in duty bouucl to 
utter. 

Words are small yet dangerous 
things. Their power is inestima¬ 
ble. They may be friends iu dis¬ 
guise, they may be irreverence it¬ 
self, they may be harbingers of 
good—the uueonscioussign of true, 
royal, exalted manhood and wom¬ 
anhood. 

'' Words are mighty, words are living,— 
Serpents with their venomous stings. 

Or bright angels crowding ’round us, 
With Heaven’s fight upon their wings.

How tlie Prisoners Build Highways 
In the South. 

The southern states are In a better 
position than the- northern to progress 
fast in roadmaking, for nearly all-of 
them have adopted in sorpe form the 
system of employing convict labor for 
highway construction. North Carolina 
"was the leader in this work and now 
pats all county and all state convicts 
sentenced for a less term than ten 
years at work in roadbuilding. South 
Caroliua employs all convicts on a sen¬ 
tence of legs than five years. In Ten¬ 
nessee, Alabama and Georgia, county 
and many state convicts are thus work¬ 
ed. A movement is being made to ex¬ 
tend the system in these three states 
and to adopt it in Virginia. 

The arguments in favor of this em¬ 
ployment of convicts are that it does 
away with the great expense of large 
penitentiaries, is healthier and better 
for convicts a-nd more humane, too, 
takes them away from ( competition 
with free labor to the greatest possible 
degree, enables the county or state to 
build greatly needed highways at low 
cost and thus makes their labor of ben¬ 
efit to the public, which has been put 
to expense by their crimes. The cost 
Of convict labor on the public roads in 
the south varies from 22 to SO cents a 
day, says the Boston Herald. This in¬ 
cludes their food and clothing and care. 

Iii the states where it is used a sys¬ 
tem of convict camps, with movable 
prison houses, is provided. There are al¬ 
ways an overseer and sufficient armed 
guards,to look after the gang. Now and 
then a convict escapes. As a rule they 
are contented. The men are of course 
in the south mostly colored. One in a 
dozen is white. 

They are given considerable freedom 
in their movements and at times are 
made underforemen over their fellows 
or put to work at special labor where 
they must-be trusted. In most locali¬ 
ties they are dressed in prison uniform 
and given a ball and chain,- these latter 
often being removed when they estab¬ 
lish a reputation* In some localities 
they are left free from ball and chain 
and not made to wear prison garb un¬ 
less state convicts. 

A visit to some convict camps at 
night reveals the characteristic spirit 
of the southern negro. At Augusta, 
Ga., they were found with musical in¬ 
struments of various kinds, giving a 
concert for their own entertainment. 
The guards say many of these men 
are habitual members of the chain 
gang. One man was pointed out who 
was said to feel at home nowhere else. 
Soon after he is liberated he comes 
back on a new sentence, happy as can 
be, with a fiddle under his arm.
